The Chinese ene orpa of 700 Hakkas, 
orgauiag:l in J did splendid. service to 
our truaps in the war, As the Puntis have 
ever been our enemies so hate. the Hakkas 
ever been our friends, 
ister than the Halkas camo wfierce and 
daring race-—-the Hoklos—dreaded to this 
day for their exceptional Mme und fero- 
cily. They wer ilas'to a man, natural 
Panvagetoreand piratesane the terror of the 
Chinese coast g ards, Shuukiwan, Toka- 
win, Hungliam, and Yaumati were their 
early settlements, pluces that have a sume- 
vyhat sinister repute even yet. These set- 
ilements stil show well-marked indications 
of the racial characteristics of their- carly 
foundora...- In six large villages the active, 
ning and smut Punti still predomin- 
jin eighteen hill avd quarry hamlets, 
the sturdy Hakka; in four fishing centres, 
the trucutcuc Hoklo. : 
-To these, but centuries later, came the 
Tanka,- or heat people, the pariahs of South 
China, always the trusty allies of foreigners, 
and wx dack-of-all-trades raco. It would. 
he hard to conjure npa more utterly 
Lannud., moo than this. They may 
neither settle on shore, nor compete xt 
oxaminativas, nor intarmarry wit's tlhe rest 
of the people. in the days of tce’ Canton 
factories the Chinese authorities warned 
forvigners by annual pruckmation against 
the slemoralising influences of the Tankn. 
To this already more than sufficient 
brand of ‘iniquity they udded by acting 
as pilota and provision caturers to- our 
war-vessels and merchantmen, when death’ 
was their inevitable fate ifcaptcred. They 
are still pileta, the crews of ships, fh and 
cattle dealors, and haven great tendency to

‘who waa Chief Superintendent at Lintin4 
from the 22nd January, 1835, to the 14th 
December, 1826, was constantly on tho 
lookout for a place where British trado 
might be free from tho extortionate greed 
of the mandarins, and himsclf free from 
dleir vulgar contumely, in a position to as- 
sert his dignity uu his king representa 
tive. He first recommended to his Govern- 
mont that all British subjects atioutd live 
on board merchant ships, in some of the 
beautifal harbours in the neighbourhood of 
Leptav or Hongkong. | Later, convinced 
hy the utterly idiotic attitude of the Chi- 
nese authorities that no proper andoratand- 
ing could he established without firat re- 
sorting to hostilities, he suggested tiie de- 
struction of ons ov two forts and tho occu- 


~* Hon; song, deep water, ond a free port 
for ever.’ Tho : 
hardly prepared however to accept thre idea 
of a British colony in China, when the force 
of events made the cession of Hongkong an 
accomplished fact in 1841, In 1839 when 
Elliot was checkmating the wily-and infa- 
rious Lin, all British ships in Chinese wa- 
ters were ordored toassomble at Hongkong. 
That struggle ended in a victory for Lin, 
but_it Jed to the founding of this colony and 
dgprived: Canton- for ever of ite thon 
amense commercial importance, Lin's idea 
was to destroy the opium trade and then re- | 
sumo the regulartrade. This he had pledged 
himself to his Hmperor he would do. 
Hence his anxiety to force British trade 
back to Whampoa and Canton, Ho in- 
trigued with the Governor of Mucao to 
drive out the British, and sought to make 
Hongkong untenable by erecting batteries 
on Tsim-tsa-shui (tho Water Police. Station 
hill). Here in July, 1830, 3 Chinaman 
named Wa-hi was killed in «a drunken 
fray mpegs sailors. Lin's demands 
for redréa wore preposterous, and his mad 
acts and orders rendered & retaca to Cuntop 
and Whampou by British traders impossi- 
hle. 

Tho-roal origin of the colony took effect, 
whgn on Tuesday, 27th August, 1839, tho 
British from Macao woke in this anchorage 
to find its best portions commanded by 
shore batteries on Tsim-tsa-shui. Thence 
onward all local Obiucso history ia in 
relation to the foreign community, Never 
fur a moment have tho Chinese uf 6 mass 
been allowed by the mainland officiala to 
assume that Hongkong was aught but part 
and parcel of the Chinese: Empire.

Thousands fled—for “the line between 
innucence and guilt was not too nicely 
drawn—and Vocal tradition is rich in-tales 
of hairbreadth escapes, and of how, 
even hero, they dwelt in foar, for our, 
.nayal forces and the ‘Portngueso hutited | 
down thes¢ so-called piratos. So dwelling 
thoy were exceptionally pencenble citizens, 
and when finally assured that here was the 
haven where they would be, gratitude kept 
them in the same good path---for there ia 
a high sense of gratitude for lasting bene- 
fits.in a Chinaman. 

Thus thio Alsatia has its bright sido, and 
it is no exagyeration to arsort that many of 
our best Chinese citizens come to’ the 
colony asa haven of rest nnd pecurity, and 
above all, a placo whore they find justice— 
athing very dear to them, yot practically 
obsolete in their own country. oe 

How natural the changois wo may gather 
from a very brief study of town life or vill- 
aga life. The tradition of the 1841 pro-
